Twenty dwellings, a garage, an 


ice house and a stable were a mass 
of charred and smouldering ruins 
this morning. 


During the height of the flre, when 


families in the destroyed block of 
houses as well as those in adjacent 
streets 
were 
fleeing 
from their 


homes in their night clothes, chil- 
dren became 
separated from their 


parents and there was the wildest 
confusion. 


Many wre reported missing to the 


police and'a checkup was in progress 
this morning to make sure there had 
been no loss of life. 


A high wind drove burning em- 


bers over a wide area, starting a 
number of minor fires. 


The flre started in a garage on 


Ontario -street, near the corner of 
Saint "Denis street. 
Fanned by a 


high wind, the flames swept down 
Ontario street. 


Firemen 
came 
rushing 
to'the 


scene from all sections of the city. 
The water pressure was not at high 
mark and this coupled with the high 
wind seriously hampered the fire- 
men In their work. 


Scores of men, women and chil- 


dren—some of the men and women 
invalids—fled from their homes at 
the 
approach 
of 
the on-rushing 


flames. They did not stop even to 
tave their street clothing, leaving 
the houses in their night clothes. 


Some attempted to return to their 


homes for their belongings when the 
flrst panic of the fire was over-but 
-they found Ontario street clogged 
with fallen walls and burning tim- 
bers. 
, Meanwhile thfe burning 
embers, 


carried by a high wind, were falling 
in the crowded EaaJJSnd of the-city» 
Fire apparatus was rushed to that 
district. -Once a flre got started 
there It was feared that the entire 
'city would be doomed. 
Scores 61 


minor fir33 were extinguished by the 
firemen. , 


Light from the burning block of 


houses, garage, ice plant and stable 
llnmlnmtea the sky for miles. Thau- 
sands ot persons left their beds and 
flocked to the scene in automobiles 
and afoot. 


Police lines were thrown around 


the burning section. 


The flre, which started at 11 p. m. 


In the 
garage 
from 
an unknown 


cause, was finally under control at 
2:30 a. m. today. 


F're department officials said the 


property damage would be close to 
halt a'million dollars.

26, 1718, by

1756, a number of Acadians, evicted 
from their homes by the English, 
reached New Orleans, giving the city 
the typical French atmosphere which 
it has retained ever since.

diers were firing on the nob. Before 
the end of the year Belgian Inde- 
pendence was acknowledged by UM 
powers, but the Dutch fought dog- 
gedly aad a French army wms seat 
to the aid of the Belgians.

from an orchaid left In sod wan 
C9.16 barrels per acre a* compared 
with 316.8 barrels per acre from an 
orchard which was cultivated during 
the same 10-year period, "says the! 
Station horticulturist in commenting' 
on this subject. "Every means for! 
measuring tbe growth and vigor of 
the trees in orchards left In sod and • 
those which were cultivated showed 
a decided increase for the cultivated 
orchard." 


Saves Soil Moisture. 


"The beneficial effects of cultiva- 


tion may be attributed to many fac- 
tors, among the most important of i 
which is the saving in soil mo'lstute 
which would otherwise be utilized by! 
the sod and the elimination of the- 
competition between the trees andi 
lie sod for the plant food supply of 


4the soil. It is well known to fruit 
growers that nursery stock can be 
successfully grown only under tbe 
most intensive cultivation; 
and 
it j 


stands to reason that when placed in I 
the orchard, the trees should not be1 
subjected to radically different meth-, 
oda of handling. Also, insect pests' 
and diseases may be more readily 
controlled in cultivated orchards. 


"Although tillage is undoubtedly 


the best method of caring for the 
majority of apple orchards in New 
York there are particular situation*, 
soils, and economic conditions under 
which it may be advantageous to! 
maintain the orchard in sod. Plant-' 
tugs located on steep hillsides where 
the soil would wash badly under tt!-1 
lage or on rocky land which is dlffl-l 
Cult to till should probably be kept' 
in sod. On orchard soils of consider- j 
able depth -which do not suffer fromj 
summer drought, a sod may be main-' 
tained without serious injury; out on \ 
the shallow soils which prevail it 
most New York fruit districts, a sod 
will prove decidedly harmful to the 
trees. The cost of tillage is mnch 
more than that ot maintaining a sod, 
although the net returns arc greater, j 
Local conditions may ma&e it neces- 
sary, however, to depend on a larger 
acreage in sod to balance the greater
